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SOME RECORDS OF CARARIDAE COLLECTED ON VANCOUVER ISLAND 
WITH ECOLOGICAL DATA

In the following notes I have attemted to select either those species 
which I have collected in sufficient numbers to enable me to gain an in- 
Sight into their habits, or those which are scarce enough to warrent special 
mention. Odd records of common, well known species are omitted. 


Species recorded as from "garden" were collected on reclaimed swamp 
land, once covered with very dense forest and undergrowth. The soil is of 
a muck or peaty nature and quite damp at all seasons. The species taken here 
are in the main quite different from those occupying the neighbouring 
"onimproved"area. 


Slaphrus clairvillei. I have one record, Wellinton, June 1&th. from 
wet mud among heavy undergrowth. This could be a stray as I have one spec- 
imen of the common E. riparius, from "garden". The latter species occurs 
usually on sandy shores of streams. i 


Loricera decempunctata. Fairly frequent in garden among damp herbage. 
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I have taken these also under bits of wood in muddy spots; occurs through- 
out the summer. 


Nevria diversa. Under logs on sandy beaches near the line of highest 
tides. 


Notiophilus sylvaticus. During June I came across a colony of these on 
dry ground, anong the pine needles, sawdust, and other debris left by the 
felling and cutting up of large trees. I am inclined to believe though, that 
the clearing made in dense forest by removal of timber is the attraction. 


Cychrus tuberculatus. One only from Departure Bay, October 4th. The 
ground here is rocky, with many fallen trees. This specimen was driven 
from concealment by burning of UnGersrowtn . 


Brennus marginatus. Though usually associated with dead or rotten logs 
and loose bark, I have found then quite frequently among dead leaves and 
moss in clearings. This and related species are best collected in the late 
summer anc autumn. In the spring they are inclined to be tenereal, and are 
Herder to find. 


Pterostichus crenicollis. Said to be scarce in collections, I have 
been avle to take fair numbers, nearly always under bits of wood and bark 
on very wet ground. Also occurs in very rotten logs imbedded in mud. Occas- 
ional specimen from garden anong wet weeds. 


A small species which may be P. amethystinus, P. castaneus, or both is

I have taken Pterostichus spp. in tenereal condition in August and in 
coitu frequently in August, and September. P. validus particularly is very 
active in September, at this time will take advantaze of bits of wood placed 
almost anywhere that is reasonably danp. 


Holciophorus ater. Alnost always in rotten wood or under logs, in fair- 
ly wire Sittwations.

Amara fallax, extremely common in garden. This insect is on the wing 


a great deal on hot days, when it may he picked up anywhere, just after . 
alighting. 


Bembidion erosum, Bembidion zephryun, from sandy beaches. 
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Benbidion dubitans, geraen, not frequent. 


Ben ibidion nigripes, garden, very common, both species taken running 
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OVER OPen ground. 


Carabus nemoralis. I have sone cvidence that this widespread species 
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may be patchy in distribution. Though I kave never taken it here, it appears 


to be fairly common at Nanaino only seven miles distant. Anong dead leaves 
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and ross on ground. 


Carabus lapelayi. Two spe cimens taken fron under boards in garden 


during June, ~ Wellington. 


Dicheirus pee Very common on Rocky barren shorelines, under

Zacotus natthewsi. One only fron sandy beach, under log, Toten, 
16th. Collected by Kenneth Gibson. 


Bothriopterus adstrictus. Very cornon under boards in garden, not 
taken elsewnore. 
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In Dr. Daniel Louis Uyttenboogaart, who passed away after a painful 
illness on August end, 1947 in his seventy~fifth year, the Nederlandsche 
Entonologische Vereeniging (Dutch Entom. Soc.) has lost its President and 
one of the most prominent Coleopterists among its members. He was @ well 
known specialist in Curculionidae and in Coleoptera from the Azores. He 
nade collecting trips to tne Azores and to Scuth Africa.
